return pumps manufactured in 1928 and installed in the heating 
system for the main building at Bloomfield Senior High School 
have worn to the point where they no longer create the vacuum 
necessary to return water to the boilers which heat the main 
building. The failure of these pumps makes it difficult to heat 
portions of the main buildings, exposes the steam piping systems 
to the possibility of freeze-up at night and on weekends due to 
water remaining in said pipes and the improvised hookup now in 
place is wasting both fuel oil and water as cold water must be 
constantly added to the boilers to maintain the proper water 
levels therein, and the return water which condenses as the 
steam in the heating system cools is being pumped into a sewer, 
and 


this failure on the part of the heating system at Bloomfield 
senior High School is making it difficult to maintain proper 
temperatures in the classrooms at Bloomfield Senior High School 
which may affect the health of the students at the Senior High

Dr. Morris made a detailed presentation of the tentative 1983-1984 school 
year budget as outlined in a six page memorandum dated February 7, 1983, sent 
to the Board on Friday, February 4. 


This tentative budget called for a 1983-1984 expenditure of $20,682,367 
and represented the result of several revisions downward from an original 
budget. 


Dr. Morris outlined a revenue plan, including the restoration of $330,000 
in State Aid to the 1982-83 budget; with $75,000 of that amount to be used for 
equipment purchases in 1982-1983 and $255,000 to be used for tax levy reduction 
in 1983-84, as allowed by the enabling legislation. Questions and answers 
followed. 


Dr. Morris explained that the 1983-1984 tentative budget must be approved 
by the Board in time for submission to the County Superintendent of Schools on 
February 15, 1983. He then reviewed a detailed bulletin board showing priority 
levels I, II and III for all school district programs. Further explanations 
of these programs were given the Board by Mr. Bongiorno, Mr. Harvey and 
Mr. Sutton. President Taffet thanked the Superintendent and the Central Staff 
for this expanded view of the school district budget. 


Extensive discussion followed, particularly dealing with concerns about 
whether the unappropriated balance proposed for 1983-1983 was too small or too 
large. The Board also discussed the impact of a possible change in the school 
election date on its budget activity calendar.

Mrs. Hutchison asserted that the budget process this year had produced 
a product which was fair to the taxpayers and to the students at tax increase 
which was negligible. She indicated that she would support the proposed budget. 


Mrs. D'Angelo stated she would support the budget; that it was a fair 


document and the programs recommended were vital to students and to the [. 
community. She also felt this budget would protect real estate values in ` 
Bloomfield. l 


Mr. Roth endorsed the proposed budget, agreeing it was well thought out 
and developed using the most thorough budget process effort ever. 


Mr. Harney supported the budget, stating that while a $140,000 reduction 
would appear favorable, it would take away seriously from meeting the needs of 
children and cut deeply into those quality areas expressed in Budget Level III. 
He indicated his strong feeling that the budget had been trimmed closely before 
presentation to the public. 


Mrs. Horowitz expressed thanks to the staff, principals, teachers and others 
who participated in the budget making process, saying it was her feeling this 
budget was the tightest since 1973. She asserted that further reductions in the 
non-instructional areas should not be made. 


Mrs. Cerone supported the budget and noted that questions raised during the 
question and answer period expressed the concerns of the public present regarding 
staff cuts already made. 





Sister Kenny explained that the instructional and non-instructional areas 
could not exist without each other, since all parts of the budget were needed 
to make up a whole. She felt that the budget was competent and intellectual 1 
and would continue to provide Bloomfield with a quality educational system. | 
She related how, in her experience, Bloomfield had become synonomous with | 
"good education".

POLICY NO. 606 
FINANCES 


PURCHASES SUBJECT TO BID 


It is the policy of the Board that the public good be the 
primary consideration in determining bidding requirements. In order 
to do so, the bidding procedures shall provide equal opportunity to 
each responsible vendor to furnish supplies and equipment and to keep 
the administration, Board and public informed on business matters. 
Further, purchases shall, whenever possible, be on an aggregate basis 


and not be intentionally split to avoid requirements for competitive 
bidding. 


The following policy is adopted for the guidance of the adminis- 
trative staff in identifying those items for which competitive. bids 
must be obtained to insure compliance with State statutes, and to 
delegate the authority necessary to conduct the bidding procedures in 
an orderly and efficient manner. 


All supplies, equipment and services procured by the district 
whether by purchase, contract or agreement--including acquisition by: 
sale, lease, exchange, discount, negotiation, mortgage, pledge, lien, 
issue or reissue or any other voluntary transaction for consideration 
creating an interest in property not made by contract or agreement-- 
shall be subject to bidding whenever applicable statutes or decisions 
of the court and Commissioner so specify. Should a conflict exist 
among said statutes and decisions, it is the policy of the Board that 
the provisions of the Local Public Contracts Law (40-A:11-1 et seq) be 
followed. 


Bid specifications shall be prepared by the School Business 
Administrator who may prepare bids in the alternative. Each bid 
specification shall indicate the Board's right to reject all bids and 
to readvertise and to accept reasonable equivalents. Unless exempt by 
law, all items having an aggregate purchase value of more than $7500 
are subject to competitive bid. 


The School Business Administrator is authorized to advertise for 
bids in accordance with statutory procedures without prior approval of 
the Board, but shall inform the Board of this action at the meeting 
next following such action. Records shall be kept in sufficient detail 


to show that a reasonable number of qualified vendors were invited to bid. 


Bids may be opened publicly by the School Business Administrator 
before one or more witnesses at a previously designated time and place. 
Contracts shall be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder upon 
resolution of the Board, unless the Board chooses to reject all bids, 
to readvertise, or to purchase under a State contract.

FINANCES 


PURCHASES BUDGETED 


It is the policy of the Board that when funds are available all 
purchases contemplated within the current budget and not subject to bid 
be made in a manner that tends toward the insurance of maximum educational 
value for the district. 


All purchases that are within budgetary limits may be made upon 
authorization of the Board Secretary. Before the Secretary places a 
purchase order for educational material, approval must be obtained from 
the appropriate assistant superintendent who shall check as to whether the 
proposed purchase is in conformance with the educational program, and 
whether the material might be available elsewhere in the district. 


The School Business Administrator shall solicit at least three 
quotations from independent sources for the supplies, equipment or 
services desired whenever possible and when the contemplated expenditure 
is more than $1500. and not made under a State contract. All quotations 
received shall be retained in conformance with the New Jersey Administrative 
Code. 


In the interests of economy, fairness and efficiency in its business 
dealings, the Board requires that: 


a. Items commonly used in the various school or units thereof 
be standardized whenever consistency with educational goals 
can be maintained. 


b. Opportunity be provided to as many responsible suppliers as 
possible to do business with the school district. To this 
end, the responsible administrator shall develop and maintain 
lists of potential suppliers for various types of supplies, 
equipment and services. 


c. The School Business Administrator shall make alternate 
suggestions to the requisitioner if, in his/her judgment, 
better service, delivery, economy, or utility can be achieved 
by changing the proposed order. 


Upon the placement of a purchase order, the Secretary shall commit the 
expenditure against a specific budget line item to guard against the creation 
of liabilities in excess of appropriations.
